You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in

- next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make ap- 
propriation of the same. 


3. To choose a delegate to the Constitutional Convention. 


4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
for the repairs of highways and bridges in addition to the 
sum required by law, and appropriate the same. 


5. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
for the support of the Hopkinton Free Public Library, and 
appropriate the same. 


6. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
for Memorial Day, and appropriate the same. 


7. To hear and act upon the reports of town officers, 
library trustees, and committees. 
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8. To see if the town will vote to accept the conditions 
of the act of Legislature passed in 1905 to wit: An act to 
provide for state aid, and for the expenditure of other 
public money, in the permanent improvement of main high- 
ways throughout the state. 


9. To see if the town will vote to allow two per cent. 
discount on all taxes paid on or before July 1, 1911. 


10. To see if the town will vote to reappraise the real 
estate in town. 


11. To see if the town will vote to elect assessors to as- 
sist the selectmen in reappraising the real estate, and raise 
and appropriate money for the same. 


12. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $100 for the purpose of celebrating the Fourth 
of July at Contoocook. 


13. To see if the town will vote to accept a bequest of 
$200 from the estate of the late Mary Edith Straw, for the 
care of burial lot of the late John 8. Straw in Hopkinton 
Village old cemetery. 


14. To see if the town will vote to sell one fifth of the 
old Dustin house at West Hopkinton. 


15. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the celebration of Old Home Week. 


16. To see if the town will vote to instruct the selectmen 
not to distribute the inventory blanks before April first. 


17. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the purpose of purchasing land 
for burial lots at Contoocook.

We respectfully submit this our second annual report to 
the school board and citizens of the town of Hopkinton. 

The work in the rural and village schools has been 
carried on along the lines mapped out last year. No radical 
changes in grade work has been attempted. We have tried 
to direct the teachers in doing the essential work given in 
the state program of studies. We have not been able to do 
so much as we would like in the development of the text- 
books in use on account of*the needs in the new courses. 
No serious conditions, however, have grown out of these 
weaknesses and we believe that there has -been improve- 
ment in nearly every phase of the work. 

We have emphasized, as last year, the work in the essen- 
tials. Reading, spelling and writing have had special 
attention, and some progress has been noted. ‘There is 
still need of closer attention to the essential subjects, and 
of a longer school year in the larger schools to teach these 
subjects as they should be taught and add a few of those - 
subjects which are cultural in character. 

The increase in the teaching force at Contoocook has 
enabled us to introduce courses in manual training and 
sewing without taking much time from the regular work. 
In wood work, several elementary models have been made 
to teach the use of tools. Many of-the grade pupils are 
becoming quite proficient, and are now able to take up 
independent work. About fifteen pupils are taking this 
work in high school with special opportunities offered to 
those who are taking the work in agronomy. Several of 
the pupils are now constructing cabinets and collectively 
are building a case for a part of the birds lately contributed 


/ 
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to the school. ‘The material for the case is furnished by the 


‘ladies club of Contoocook. 


The school was fortunate, indeed, to receive so excellent 
a collection of birds. ‘They were given to the school by 
Mrs. Amanda P. Fisk, wife of the late Dr. Cyrus Fisk of 
Bradford, formerly of Lowell, Mass. Mr. and Mrs. Fisk 
were born in Contoocook and she was thus prompted in her 
gift. Mrs. Clara F. Blanchard, the daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Fisk, gave a collection of birds eggs. A few scientific 
books accompanied the collections. A few other gifts have 
been received during the year and have added materially 
to our equipment. We take this opportunity to thank 
these friends and all who have given the schools their loyal 
support. 

Through the efforts of the teachers and the co-operation 
of the patrons and friends of the respective schools, school 
libraries have been started at Hopkinton, West Hopkinton 
and Jewett Road, and a piano has been placed in the Main 
Road school. We appreciate the healthy school spirit 
which has enabled us to do what we have during the year. 
We hope for your co-operation still, that through our 
united efforts we may be able to do more next year. 

Five rural one-room schools, the village schools at Hop- 
kinton and Contoocook and the Hopkinton high school 


have been maintained during the year. With the beginning 


of the school year, the Main Road school was opened and 
the school at Farrington Corner closed. This has dis- 
tributed the pupils to better advantage between the southern 
schools and increased the attendance at Jewett Road. 
Approximately 180 different pupils have been generally 
regular in attendance in the grades and 50 in the high school. 
Of these 105 were girls and 127 boys, 45 were in grades 7-8 
inclusive, 64 in grades 4-6 and 69 in grades 1-3. 

During the summer we issued an announcement of the 
Hopkinton high school, outlining in full the work of the 
several courses to be given this year with special reverence 
to the new courses in agriculture. Agronomy has been 
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taught thus far during the year. Fifteen pupils are now 
taking the work. We can not take the space to outline 
these courses here. The aim has been to meet the indus- 
trial demands and direct the activity of the pupils along 
practical lines. 

The work in general has been well done on the part of the 
teachers. They have been willing, in nearly every instance, 
to put forth their best efforts to make the work efficient. 
Modern methods have been introduced where conditions 
seemed to warrant a change. There has been an increase 
in interest on the part of the pupils, yet we hope for greater 
development, and that we may have the co-operation of 
the school and the home to make school work a business. 
We trust that what has been done will show in the home 
where it should stand the test. We hope the parents will 
visit the schools and form their own opinions of the efficiency 
of the teachers and the effectiveness of the schools. 

Our aim for another year is to hold what we have and 
enrich the work in method and content. We would like to 
keep those teachers who have proven themselves efficient, 
if a reasonable increase in salary can do it. Our added 
courses will require an increase in the equipment and 
supplies to do the best work. We need more reference 
books on the teachers’ desks. We should make some 
changes in the high school text-books. We need more 
weeks of school in the larger schools. These things enumer- 
ated will require an additional expenditure. What we 
raised last year was carefully expended. The only alterna- 
tive seems to be in asking that a larger amount be appro- 
priated for schools. Perhaps a thousand dollars or even 
more will be needed to make these advances in our work. 
We trust that all will be interested in better schools, and aid 
us by their support. We believe that our children are 
worthy of the best schools we can afford.
